Vital  Statistics, 


There  were  268  births  in  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District 
in  1939,  and  the  birth  rate  was  16.3  per  thousand,  compared  with 
15.0  per  thousand  in  England  and  Wales,  and  16,18  per  thousand 
in  the  Kiveton  Park  area  in  1938. 

There  were  7  illegitimate  births  compared  with  10  in  the 
previous  year,  and  9  still  births  compared  with  10  in  1938. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  138, 
giving  a  crude  death-rate  of  8.45  and  a  comparable  death-rate 
of  10,14.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  same 
period  was  12.1  and  the  death-rate  for  the  Kiveton  Park  district 
in  1938  was  10.8,  38  deaths  of  Kiveton  Park  residents  occurred 

in  other  districts,  nearly  all  of  them  in  institutions.

Infantile  Death-rate , 

lline  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  33  per  thousand  live  births, 
which  was  lower  than  the  rate  in  1938,  when  there  were  11  deaths 
and  a  rate  of  40.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
in  1939  was  50  per  thousand  births. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  childbirth. 
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Infectious  Diseases.

44  scarlet  fever  cases,  34  diphtheria  cases,  8  pneumonias 
and  2  puerperal  pyrexia  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  Compared 
with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  pneumonia  and  scarlet  fever  and  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria. 


Tuberculosis . 


7  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  reported  In  1939 
compared  with  8  cases  in  the  previous  year^  6  cases  of 
non-respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  one 
case  in  1938. 

There  were  3  deaths  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis  and 
no  deaths  due  to  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 

44  cases  were  discharged  as  cured  and  the  number  of  cases 
on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  135,  compared  with 
172  in  1938.
